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All-Terrain Fork Lift Rolls 
Off Windham Assembly Line 


The first of eighty-seven (87) 
all-terrain fork lifts being constructed in 
Elba for the United States Air Force 
rolled off the assembly line at Windham 
Power Lifts this week and the prototype 
machine passed all government inspec- 
tions. 

The fork lift, which will be used by 
rapid development forces, will be used 
primarily to set-up bases in remote 
areas around the world, but will also 
serve as a means of loading and 


unloading aircraft. The machines will 
be shipped to foreign military overseas 
after delivery to the Air Force. 

The fork lifts, which were totally 
designed in Elba by Windham 
engineers, will be constructed at a rate 
of 10 per month until completion of the 
multi-million dollar contract. 

**We are very pleased with the first 
machine,'’ stated Windham president 
Byron Stinson, ‘“‘especially since no 
major deficiencies were found."’ 


The fork lift weighs a total of 29, 700 
pounds, has a Detroit 453 engine and 
1800 x 25 tires. The large tires make the 
machine able to travel in sandy terrain.

Board members. have _ openly 
expressed that if a satisfactory lease can 
be arranged, they will lease the facility 
to National Healthcare Inc. of Dothan. 
The group has heard proposals from 
several firms and have noted in dis- 
cussion that at least three others are 
reputable firms and would probably be 
fair with the people of the community; 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening in a meeting postponed from 
the previous week. Probably the most 
important piece of business of the group 
was to officially change the meeting 
dates to the second and _ fourth 
Mondays. This was done because often 
when the meeting date is near the first 
of the month, reports due to the council 
members are not ready. 

rhe council declined to approve an 
ordinance to allow use of city equipment 
on private property with the property 
owner paying the cost of use. The 
opinion of the members was that such 
action would cost the city more in 
-repairs than could possibly be gained 
trom rental fees 

Mayor Bob English reported to 
council members on the financial status 
of the city. Year to date the city is 
$22,000 under budget on expenditures, 
and this is largely due to the Recreation 
Department’s not yet being into its 
expensive season and recording $18,000 
under budget on expenses. English 
said, ‘It is ball time and he will catch 
up."’ 

Administration is over-budget due 
to insurance payments; the police 
department is under-budget for the 
month, but over for the year by $1000. 
The street department is under-budget

management contract for up to 11 
months, with payment to be $1000 a 
month plus expenses. This agreement 
would also give National an option to 
lease the facilities sometime after 
August, 1983, when many of these 
original federal requirements expire. 
The proposal by National includes 
wording for a ten-year lease with an 
option to renew for an additional ten 
years. Board members voiced concern 
over the ten-year factor and instructed 


“board attorney Merrill Shirley to contact 


the firm and attempt to change the 
clause to a five-year lease with options 
to renew every five years. 

In other business the board dis- 
cussed a problem with the lease 
payment on Dr. B.A. Santa Rossa’s 
office and instructed Chairman Cook to 
meet with the doctor and work out the 
problem. 

Dr. Bancroft Cooper, chief of staff at 
the hospital, met with the board and 
brought to their attention the shortage 
of doctors taking night and weekend 
calls. He noted he was 60 years old and 
the working day and night seven days a 
week was getting harder and harder to 
do. He said he felt Dr. Donald Crook 
would say the same thing. He 
requested the board to consider hiring 
outside help for thts weekend duty, with 
the present medical staff to cover the 
weekday night duty. Cooper said all 
staff doctors would be required to take 
their turns at this duty as a matter of 
policy. 

Board members noted they were too 
close to making a decision to lease the 
hospital to make permanent policy 
changes, but did agree to begin 
covering weekend duty as of the first of 
May on a temporary basis. 


Replacement of a $7000 X-Ray tube 
was approved after Administrator Jim 
Nichols explained there was no other 
way to get the unit back into operation. 
Nichols said there were no injuries 
when the power failed after the tube 
went out, even though it scared several 
people. He further noted that X-Rays 
were still available from another X-Ray 
machine, 

A review of the financial statement 
showed the facilities in“an improving 
business condition, In a turnaround 
from fiscal year 1982, the two facilities 
have a combined net profit of $155,000, 
If we consider, however, that there is a 
bookkeeping figure of $45,000 in 
depreciation to add to this, it would 
indicate that a large part of this profit is 
in accounts receiveable and/or 
inventory, since there is only $95,930 in 
cash at the end of the month. 

While many would consider even the 
$95,000 enough money to solve all their 
problems, the hospital and nursing 
home had bills and salaries of 
$204,435.19 that would swallow that 
cash instantly. If any actual profit is 
accumulated it would be due to pay 
bank loans totaling $73,581. 

Board Chairman Drexel Cook noted 
to the board that with the new nursing 
home beds now filled, it was apparent 
that the projections made four years ago 
on the ability of the facility to generate 
funds to repay the FHA loan were on 
target. He explained, however, that 
other problems of operating a 
city-owned hospital lend themselves to 
encouraging the leasing of the facility. 


The Authority will be called into 
special session by Chairman Cook after 
Attorney Shirley has conferred with the 
proposed leasing firm on the terms of 
the lease.

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FMHA Funds Made Available 


Dale N. Richey, Alabama 
State Director, Farmers 
Home Administration, 
announced on April 12 that 
Alabama, along with 16 other 
states, had exhausted its 
Operating Loan fund alloca- 
tion for the 1983 fiscal year. 
Today, Mr. Richey stated, 
“*As we stated, we thought 
this would be a short term 
problem and there would be 
some action taken by the 
proper authorities. That 
action has occured--:"’ 

Secretary of Agriculture 
John RR. Block today 
announced he will re-allocate 
$400 million in leading 
authority to the Farmers 
Home Administration’s 
operating loan program to 
satisfy an immediate need 
farmers have for such loans. 

“This interchange will 
come from programs with a 
less urgent and immediate 
need,’’ Block said. ‘‘Without 
a doubt, farmers who are 
preparing to plant this year’s 
crops will have the most 
pressing need. throughtout 
the next several weeks.”’ 

Block is using the 
Secretary of Agriculture’s 
interchange authority to deal 
with the urgent need. That 
authority allows funds to be 
transferred between USDA 
programs in cases of extra- 
ordinary emergency. 


He said the interchange 
includes $75 million from 
FmHA water and sewer 
grants, $100 million from the 
FmHA farm ownership pro- 
gram, and $225 million from 
FmHA water and sewer loan 
funds. 

The interchange became 
necessary after 17 states 
exhausted their allocations of 
FmHA operating _loans. 
Block said FmHA offices in 
these states continued to 
accept loan applications 
while the Administration re- 
viewed the options available 
to assure that farmers would 
receive funding for their 
production expenses. 

**Today I have directed 
FmHA Administrator 
Charles Shuman to resume 
funding these loans,’’ Block 
said. ‘‘Funds will be 
available for those farmers 
who meet our established 
criteria. I have directed Mr. 
Shuman to have his agency 


Move expeditiously to make 
‘these loans available."’ 


We have today dis- 
patched 168 loans totalling 
over .$5 million to the 
National Office for funding 
and we are continuing to 
accept qualified applicants 
and anticipate funding of 
these loans in accordance 
with our usual practices.

HORTICULTURE TIPS 


Dan J. Presley 
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AZALEA PRUNING 

The azaleas have been 
just beautiful this year. The 
blooms are beginning to die 
back now, and this is the 
time that you should prune 
your azaleas. By pruning 
this time of the year, the 
plant has time to grow 
blooming buds for next year. 
If you wait until later to 
prune them, you will be 
pruning back the flowers for 
next year. My suggestion in 
pruning azaleas would be to 
reduce the size by cutting the 
limbs back down into the 
plant instead of just clipping 
off the outer edge. By 
pruning deep into the plant, 
the new growth will come 
from within the plant, keep- 
ing the shrub looking fresh 
and new. Just remember 
that the growth takes place 
where the cut is made. 


ZINNEAS 

This Mexican import can 
add quite a bit of color to any 
landscape during the 
summer, Zinneas are very 
hardy plants that grow in a 


wide variety of soils and 
should be planted in full 
sunlight. The seeds should 
be planted about % to “% 
inch deep with about ten 
seeds per foot of row. 

seeds per foot of row. 
Zinneas can spice up your 
landscape this summer, too. 


APHIDS 
Aphids are soft-bodied 
insects that attack the new 
growth of many of-our plants. 
If the population of aphids 
gets high enough, they will 
cause the new leaves to 
become very crinkly, 
deformed, and _ unthrifty. 
Aphids can be controlled 
with almost any kind of 
insecticide that you have on 
hand, but I would suggest 
Malathion or Sevin. Both of 
these insecticides are very 
favorable to use. Make sure 
that you spray the underside 
of the leaves where the 
aphids are and _ follow 
directions in 
insecticides. 


Purple nutsedge 


Youre looking at the best reasons 
for using Vernam in peanuts.

PEACH SPRAYING 

If you haven’t started 
spraying your peach trees 
yet, you may want to take a 
second look at this. With the 
freezes we have had some of 
our peach areas, peaches will 
be a premium this year. We 
need to protect the peaches 
we have on our trees. 

I would suggest spraying 
with a complete spray which 
contains an insecticide and a 
fungicide. This makes 
spraying easier, and you 
don’t have to worry about 


mixing the two chemicals. ° 


Several different companies 
put out a good combination 
peach spray. Peaches need 
to be sprayed every 7 - 10 
days to control the brown rot 
that attacks our peaches.

Soybeans Receive Boost From 


Alabama’s leading cash 
crop--soybeans--has received 
a boost in support from 
producers and researchers 
alike. 

Because of a $64,000 
allocation of funds from the 
Alabama Soybean 
Producers, researchers with 
the Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station . have 
been given the go-ahead to 
expand research towards im- 
proving the efficiency of 
soybean production, accord- 
ing to Gale A. Buchanan, 
Station dean and director. 

The monies are made 
possible by check-off funds 
(one-half cent per bushel) 
contributed by soybean 
farmers throughout the 
state. The check-off monies 
are channeled towards re- 
search and marketing, 
according to John Sharp, 
chairman of the Alabama 
Soybean Producers, Grand 
Bay. A 10-man Alabama 
Soybean Producers 
Commodity Committee is re- 
sponsible for administering 
the check-off funds. 

The allocation comes at a 
time when a severe fungal 
disease, stem canker, is ex- 
pected to cause grave 
problems for Alabama's soy- 
bean farmers. Since 1980, 
the disease has played havoc 
with the Black Belt region of 
Alabama and there have 
since been limited outbreaks 
in north Alabama. 

Paul Backman, and 
Experiment Station plant 
pathologist, will use a por- 
tion of the funds for research 
in’ control of soybean 
diseases--stem canker in- 
clude Backman’s research 
will continue evaluations of 
new and promising 
fungicides, formulations, 
application equipment, and 
varities for disear 
susceptibility. Additional 
work will be conducted to 
survey for new and emerging 
diseases before they become 
a problem. 

To help in this research, 
replicated small plots will be 
established in the Tennessee 
Valley, Piedmont, Black 
Belt, Wiregrass, and Mobil 
Bay regions of the state and 
potential control practices 
compared to recommenda- 
tions for effectiveness and 
economics benefits, Work 
will continue on stem canker 
and new diseases that may 
be found for damage 
potential, and for means of 
control, 

Dr. David Weaver, an 
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eev"® Producers & Researchers 


Experiment Station ioybeau 
breeder, who has col- 
laborated with Backman in 
fighting the stem canker 
problem, has been allocated 
$25,000 of the monies to 
work on breeding soybean 
varieties (adapted to the 
Southern United States) im- 
proved with yields and pest 
resistance. 

State average soybean 
yields have shown a decrease 
over the past 12 years, 
indicating a need for im- 
proved breeding methodo- 
logies leading to better- 
adapted cultivars, according 
to Weaver. Also. since 
nematode, insect, and 
disease pests continue to be 
a major source of economic 
loss to soybean producers in 
the Southern United States, 
breeding resistant types is 
the most economical way of 
controlling these pest, he 
says. 

An assessment of soy- 
bean yield losses caused by 
nematodes, and the develop- 
ment of low-cost techniques 
for control of the pests will be 
conducted by Dr. R. 
Rodrigues-Kabana, a Station 
plant nematologist. 
Rodriguez-Kabana says in- 
formation is lacking regard- 
ing the root knot nematode 
and the soybean cyst 
nematode species present in 
Alabama; the information is 
curcial to make proper use of 
varieties available. 

Under some production 
systems, nematodes may be 
controlled without the use of 
nematicides and without 
having to depend critically on 
varieties, Rodriguez-Kabana 
added. 

If farmers are producing 
30 to SO bushels per acre of 
soybeans and doing a good 
job of production, chances of 
increasing yields are limited 
to future breakthroughs such 
as chemical yield enhancers 
or improved varieties, ac- 
cording to Dr. R. Harold 
Walker, a station weed con- 
trol expert in soybeans. 
Therefore, it is presently 
more feasible to try to reduce 
production cost such as 
through the use of more cost 
efficient weed control pro- 
grams. 

Walker will conduct ex- 
periments to determine the 
most effective and most 
efficient herbicides, rates, 
and methods of application 
for control of troublesome 
weeds such as cocklebur, 
sicklepod, and annual 
morningglories.

Dieting is the ‘‘IN’’ thing 
these days.

And although a good diet 
is healthy, a bad diet can do 
much harm. 

If a diet omits foods the 
body needs to maintain good 
health, it will be lacking in 
protein, B-complex vitamins, 
calcium, iron and _ other 
nutrients. 

On the other hand, a diet 
that prescribes large doses of 
some vitamins (more than 
the RDA) can also be dan- 
gerous. Large doses of iron 
can damage your liver. If 


you’re pregnant, overdoses 
of some vitamins can harm 
your unborn child. 
Remember -- more is not 
always better. 

Bad information about 
nutrition can be dangerous if 
it delays a diagnosis for 


someone with symptoms 
related to diseases such as 
hypertension, diabetes, 


cancer or arthritis. 

Examine the diet you’re 
considering carefully. If you 
have any questions, ask your 
doctor, a registered dietition, 
a reputable nutritionist or 
your Extension home 
economics agent.

Jackson of Enterprise are not 
only extremely knowledgable 
about roses and their culture, 
but they are also interested 
in helping other people 
succeed with theirs. 

For fungicide diseases 
such as black spot and 


mildew, Jackson uses ‘4 
tablespoon Benlate, 1% 
tablespoon Manzate, 1 


teaspoon Triforine and 2 
tablespoon Malathion. They 
mix this in a gallon of water 
and spray the roses. 

For insects they use 
Malathion and follow direc- 
tions on the container. The 

,Jacksons emphasize the 
importance of not putting an 
insecticide on the roses until 
you actually see some 
insects. 

For thrips they use Cygon 
E2. This is sprayed over the 
top of the roses after they 
bloom. 

FJor spider mite control 
they use Vendex 50. Use 3 
teaspoons per gallon of water 
and be sure to spray 
undersides of the leaves. 
Spray every three weeks. 
Each time before you spray, 
wash roses thoroughly and 
let dry. 

The Jacksons use 
Actidone PM for powdery 
mildew. If you can’t get this, 
use Benlate at 2 teaspoons 
per gallon. 

The Jacksons water their 
roses thoroughly in the after- 
noon and spray the following 
afternoon when the sun is 
about two hours high. Be 
sure to spray the bottoms 
and tops of the leaves. 

The Jacksons are 
preparing a leaflet on rose 
care. If you would like to get 
a copy, let us know. 


CAUTION 

Coffee County crop pro- 
ducers are using thousands 
of gallons of pesticides every 
day. In a week or two even 
larger quantities will be 
used, It’s the one time of 
year that calls for extra 
caution, 

We have had some 
extremely damaging and 
painful and disabling injuries 
caused by the improper 
handling of pesticides. Don't 
use any of these chemicals, 
even those you feel are 
totally safe, without keeping 
your skin covered. Wear 
trousers, long sleeved shirt, 
hat and gloves to protect you 
from the product you are 
using. 

Some people are much 
more sensitive to pesticides 
than others. Most of the 
time a person doesn’t realize 

, he is overly sensitive to a 
product until he has had a 
bad experience with it. Be 
cautious and remind those 
who are working with you to 
be extremely alert in using 
pesticides. 


SPRAYING PECANS 

Quite a few people ask 
me about spraying pecans on 
a regular schedule. Follow- 
ing a spray schedule does 
help prevent disease and

insect damage to pecans. 
Controlling diseases and 
insects provides a higher 
quality crop and usually a 
higher yield, 

Spraying has a lot of 
advantages. The only dis- 
advantage is the high cost of 
having someone come in and 
spray your trees six to eight 
tmes during the growing 
season. The cost is simply 
too high because most home- 
owners have two, three or 
four trees and the custom 
applicator must charge a con- 
siderable amount to keep 
from losing money. 

If you have your own 
spray equipment, of course, 
you can certainly justify 
following a good spray 
schedule. For most folks, 
though, a good fertilizaiton 
program and a good sanita- 
tion program including 
picking up broken limbs, 
mummied nuts and hulls will 
help prevent insect and 
disease damage.

Dale N. Richey, Alabama 
State Director, Farmers 
Home Administration, 
announced on April 12 that 
Alabama, along with 16 other 
states, had exhausted its 
Operating Loan fund alloca- 
tion for the 1983 fiscal year. 
Today, Mr. Richey stated, 
““As we stated, we thought 
this would be a short term 
problem and there would be 
some action taken by the 
proper authorities. That 
action has occured--:"’ 

Secretary of Agriculture 
John R. Block today 
announced he will re-allocate 
$400 million in leading 
authority to the Farmers 
Home Administration’s 
operating loan program to 
satisfy an immediate need 
farmers have for such loans. 

“This interchange will 
come from programs with a 
less urgent and immediate 
need,’’ Block said. ‘‘Without 
a doubt, farmers who are 
preparing to plant this year’s 
crops will have the most 
pressing need. throughtout 
the next several weeks."’ 

Block is using the 
Secretary of Agriculture's 
interchange authority to deal 
with the urgent need. That 
authority allows funds to be 
transferred between USDA 
programs in cases of extra- 
ordinary emergency. 


He said the interchange 
includes $75 million from 
FmHA water and sewer 
grants, $100 million from the 
FmHA farm ownership pro- 
gram, and $225 million from 
FmHA water and sewer loan 
funds. 

The interchange became 
necessary after 17 states 
exhausted their allocations of 
FmHA operating _loans. 
Block said FmHA offices in 
these states continued to 
accept loan applications 
while the Administration re- 
viewed the options available 
to assure that farmers would 
receive funding for their 
production expenses. 

“Today I have directed 
FmHA Administrator 
Charles Shuman to resume 
funding these loans,"’ Block 
said. ‘‘Funds will be 
available for those farmers 
who meet our established 
criteria. I have directed Mr. 
Shuman to have his agency 
move expeditiously to make 


‘these loans available."’ 


We have today dis- 
patched 168 loans totalling 
over -$5 million to the 
National Office for funding 
and we are continuing to 
accept qualified applicants 
and anticipate funding of 
these loans in accordance 
with our usual practices.

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HORTICULTURE TIPS 


AZALEA PRUNING 

The azaleas have been 
just beautiful this year. The 
blooms are beginning to die 
back now, and this is the 
time that you should prune 


your azaleas. By pruning 
this time of the year, the 
plant has time to grow 
blooming buds for next year. 
If you wait until later to 
prune them, you will be 


pruning back the flowers for 
next year. My suggestion in 
pruning azaleas would be to 
reduce the size by cutting the 
limbs, back down into the 
plant instead of just clipping 
off the outer edge. By 
pruning deep into the plant, 
the new growth will come 
from within the plant, keep- 
ing the shrub looking fresh 
and new. Just remember 
that the growth takes place 
where the cut is made. 


ZINNEAS 

This Mexican import can 
add quite a bit of color to any 
landscape during the 
summer. Zinneas are very 
hardy plants that grow in a

APHIDS 

‘Aphids are soft-bodied 
insects that attack the new 
growth of many of our plants.

with almost any kind of 
insecticide that you have on 
hand, but I would suggest 
Malathion or Sevin. Both of 
these insecticides are very 
favorable to use. Make sure 
that you spray the underside 


of the leaves where the 
aphids are and _ follow 
directions in 
insecticides.

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PEACH SPRAYING 

If you haven’t started 
spraying your peach trees 
yet, you may want to take a 
second look at this. With the 
freezes we have had some of 
our peach areas, peaches will 
be a premium this year. We 
need to protect the peaches 
we have on our trees. 

I would suggest spraying 
with a complete spray which 
contains an insecticide and a 
fungicide. This makes 
Spraying easier, and you 
don’t have to worry about 
mixing the two chemicals. 
Several different companies 
put out a good combination 
peach spray. Peaches need 
to be sprayed every 7 - 10 
days to control the brown rot 
that attacks our peaches.

Soybeans Receive Boost From 


Alabama’s leading cash 
crop--soybeans--has received 
a boost in support from 


producers and researchers 


alike, 

Because of a $64,000 
allocation of funds from the 
Alabama Soybean 
Producers, researchers with 
the Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station . have 
been given the go-ahead to 
expand research towards im- 
proving the efficiency of 
soybean production, accord- 
ing to Gale A. Buchanan, 
Station dean and director. 

The monies are made 
possible by check-off funds 
(one-half cent per bushel) 
contributed by soybean 
farmers throughout the 
state. The check-off monies 
are channeled towards re- 
search and marketing, 
according to John Sharp, 
chairman of the Alabama 
Soybean Producers, Grand 
Bay. A 10-man Alabama 
Soybean Producers 
Commodity Committee is re- 
sponsible for administering 
the check-off funds. 

The allocation comes at a 
time when a severe fungal 
disease, stem canker, is ex- 
pected to cause grave 
problems for Alabama's soy- 
bean farmers. Since 1980, 
the disease has played havoc 
with the Black Belt region of 
Alabama and there have 
since been limited outbreaks 
in north Alabama. 

Paul Backman, and 
Experiment Station plant 
pathologist, will use a por- 
tion of the funds for research 
in’ control of soybean 
diseases--stem canker in- 
clude Backman’s research 
will continue evaluations of 
new and promising 
fungicides, formulations, 
application equipment, and 
varities for disear 
susceptibility. Additional 
work will be conducted to 
survey for new and emerging 
diseases before they become 
a problem. 

To help in this research, 
replicated small plots will be 
established in the Tennessee 
Valley, Piedmont, Black 
Belt, Wiregrass, and Mobil 
Bay regions of the state and 
potential control practices 
compared to recommenda- 
tions for effectiveness and 
economics benefits. Work 
will continue on stem canker 
and new diseases that may 
be found for damage 
potential, and for means of 
control. 

Dr. David Weaver, an 
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spraying Producers & Researchers 


Experiment Station soybean 
breeder, who has col- 
laborated with Backman in 
fighting the stem canker 
problem, has been allocated 
$25,000 of the monies to 
work on breeding soybean 
varieties (adapted to the 
Southern United States) im- 
proved with yields and pest 
resistance. ’ 

State average soybean 
yields have shown a decrease 
over the past 12 years, 
indicating a need for im- 
proved breeding methodo- 
logies leading to better- 
adapted cultivars, according 
to Weaver. Also. since 
nematode, insect, and 
disease pests continue to be 
a major source of economic 
loss to soybean producers in 
the Southern United States, 
breeding resistant types is 
the most economical way of 
controlling these pest, he 
says, 

An assessment' of soy- 
bean yield losses caused by 
nematodes, and the develop- 
ment of low-cost techniques 
for control of the pests will be 
conducted by Dr. R. 
Rodrigues-Kabana, a Station 
plant nematologist. 
Rodriguez-Kabana says in- 
formation is lacking regard- 
ing the root knot nematode 
and the soybean cyst 
nematode species present in 
Alabama; the information is 
curcial to make proper use of 
varieties available. 

Under some production 
systems, nematodes may be 
controlled without the use of 
nematicides and without 
having to depend critically on 
varieties, Rodriguez-Kabana 
added. 

If farmers are producing 
30 to 50 bushels per acre of 
soybeans and doing a good 
job of production, chances of 
increasing yields are limited 
to future breakthroughs such 
as chemical yield enhancers 
or improved varieties, ac- 
cording to Dr. R. Harold 
Walker, a station weed con- 
trol expert in soybeans. 
Therefore, it is presently 
more feasible to try to reduce , 
production cost such as 
through the use of more cost 
efficient weed control pro- 
grams. 

Walker will conduct ex- 
periments to determine the 
most effective and most 
efficient herbicides, rates, 
and methods of application 
for control of troublesome 
weeds such as cocklebur, 
sicklepod, and annual 
morningglories.

Mr. and Mrs. Clyde 
Jackson of Enterprise are not 
only extremely knowledgable 
about roses and their culture, 
but they are also interested 
in helping other people 
succeed with theirs. 

For fungicide diseases 
such as black spot and 
mildew, Jackson uses % 
tablespoon Benlate, 11% 
tablespoon Manzate, 1 
teaspoon Triforine and 2 
tablespoon Malathion. They 
mix this in a gallon of water 
and spray the roses. 

For insects they use 
Malathion and follow direc- 
tions on'the container. The 
Jacksons emphasize _ the 
importance of not putting an 
insecticide on the roses until 
you actually see some 
insects. 

For thrips they use Cygon 
E2. This is sprayed over the 
top of the roses after they 
bloom, 

FJor spider mite control 
they use Vendex 50. Use 3 
teaspoons per gallon of water 
and be sure to spray 
undersides of the leaves. 
Spray every three weeks. 
Each time before you spray, 
wash roses thoroughly and 
let dry. 

The Jacksons use 
Actidone PM for powdery 
mildew. If you can’t get this, 
use Benlate at 2 teaspoons 
per gallon. 

The Jacksons water their 
roses thoroughly in the after- 
noon and spray the following 
afternoon when the sun is 
about two hours high. Be 
sure to spray the bottoms 
and tops of the leaves.

CAUTION 

Coffee County crop pro- 
ducers are using thousands 
of gallons of pesticides every 
day. In a week or two even 
larger quantities will be 
used. It's the one time of 
year that calls for extra 
caution, 

We have had some 
extremely damaging and 
painful and disabling injuries 
caused by the improper 
handling of pesticides. Don't 
use any of these chemicals, 
even those you feel are 
totally safe, without keeping 
your skin covered. Wear 
trousers, long sleeved shirt, 
hat and gloves to protect you 
from the product you are 
using. 

Some people are much 
more sensitive to pesticides 
than others. Most of the 
time a person doesn't realize 
he is overly sensitive to a 
product until he has had a 
bad experience with it. Be 
cautious and remind those 
who are working with you to 
be extremely alert in using 
pesticides. 


SPRAYING PECANS 

Quite a few people ask 
me about spraying pecans on 
a regular schedule. Follow- 
ing a spray schedule does 
help prevent disease and 


you're pregnant, overdoses 
of some vitamins can harm 


your unborn child. 
Remember -- more is not 
always better. 

Bad information about 


nutrition can be dangerous if 
it delays a diagnosis for 


someone with symptoms 
related to diseases such as 
hypertension, diabetes, 


cancer or arthritis. 

Examine the diet you're 
considering carefully.

insect damage to pecans. 
Controlling diseases and 
insects provides a higher 
quality crop and usually a 
higher yield. 

Spraying has a lot of 
advantages. The only dis- 
advantage is the high cost of 
having someone come in and 
spray your trees six to eight 
tmes during the growing 
season. The cost is simply 
too high because most home- 
owners have two, three or 
four trees and the custom 
applicator must charge a con- 


siderable amount to keep 


from losing money. 

If you have your own 
spray equipment, of course, 
you can certainly justify 
following a good spray 
schedule. For most folks, 
though, a good fertilizaiton 
program and a good sanita- 
tion program including 
picking up broken limbs, 
mummied nuts and hulls will 
help prevent insect and 
disease damage.

Standing pine sawtimber 
prices averaged $160 a 
thousaznd on the Scribner 
scale. The highest sawtimber 
price was $177 and the 
lowest was $132 a thousand. 
Hardwood pulpwood sale 
ranged from a low of $5 to a 
high of $7 a cord with an 
average of $6.

Elba First United Methodist Church Boasts Long History 


While much of the 
historical records and official 


IN HIM WAS LIFE AND 


documents of the First 
United Methodist Church of 


Elba were destoryed by flood 
waters in 1929 there is little 


doubt that is is the oldest 
church in the county. 


Founded in the early 
1800's, very little has been 
preserved about the early 
church. The first known 
pastor is Robert Shaw Rabb, 
listed as such on December 
1S, 1853. 

The first building, 
dedicated in 1884, was 
erected on Simmons Street, 
on the bank of Beaver Dam 
Creek -- a white frame 
building with a small steeple. 
The present building was 
erected in 1911 with J. Felix 
Fagain as pastor. At first 
construction it contained a 
sanctuary, a Sunday School 
Room, a pastor’s study, a 
ladies parlor, and a 
children’s room. Originally 
lighted with gas lights, it was 
constructed at a cost of only 
$11,000. 

The education building 
and fellowship hall was built 
in 1964 under David Carter. 


In 1968, under Dr. T-S. 
Harris, a parsonage was 
constructed on Highland 
Drive. 


The property is valued at 
$400,000, including the 
parsonage.

veteran must have been a 
permanent civilian resident 
of Alabama for at least one 
year immediately prior to any 
entry into military service. If 
the veteran was not a resi- 
dent of Alabama prior to 
entry into military service, 
his dependents may also 
qualify if the veteran has or 
had a 100% permanent 
service-connected disability 
rating, and he was a 
permanent resident of 
Alabama for at least 5 years 
immediately prior to applica- 
tion for benefits, or prior to 
death, if deceased.

Some children in Coffee 
County schools are getting a 
“touch of home’’ while at 
school - and that touch is 
literally the touch of the 
loving hands of grand- 
mothers and grand- 
fathers.
